were chosen to compete. Now, as the tension reaches both 
performers and the global television audience, just five are left 
to claim the prestigious ‘Cardiff Singer Of The World’ title in 
Cardiff’s St David’s Hall on Saturday, June 19. 


The Final, presented live by BBC Wales and supported by British 
Petroleum, features the five highest-scoring contestants of the 
week. They each perform a programme of songs to challenge for 
a title which has become recognised as one of the most important, 
and exciting, of the musical calendar. Few who watched will 
forget the dramatic 1989 "battle of the baritones" final between 
Wales’ Bryn Terfel and Russia’s Dmitri Hvorostovsky. This year’s 
panel of judges is perhaps the most distinguished ever and 
includes Australian legend Dame Joan Sutherland. But as Geraint 
Talfan Davies, Controller of BBC Wales, says: "During the event 
the competitors show such talent that everyone is, in effect, a 
winner." 


The victor of the ’Cardiff Singer Of The World’ receives a new 
trophy, a magnificent bronze commissioned by British Petroleum.

Chocolate Gateau. Helen prepares Scallops with Lentils and 
Coriander Sauce, followed by Hare served with Red Cabbage, 
Potatoes Olga and Celeriac Puree. For dessert, she makes Ginger 
and Lemon Hearts.

Some of the hidden pitfalls of dieting are investigated in 
‘Watchdog: Slimmers Beware’, shown again on Monday, June 21. The 
30-minute documentary, presented by John Stapleton and produced 
by Nicola Moody, looks at the potential consequences of both 
rapid weight loss and a relatively new phenomenon - yo-yo 
dieting. 


Britons spend an estimated £850m a year on slimming and, at any 
one time, one in three people is on a diet. Amongst them are the 
yo-yo dieters: those who dedicate their lives to slimming, 
starting one diet, shedding a few pounds, gaining weight, and 
starting a new diet. Former Weightwatcher of the Year Terry 
Pascoe, 45, won his award in 1980 when he lost 10 stone in just 
over a year. Now he’s back to his original 21 stone, and 
disillusioned with dieting. 


According to ‘Watchdog’, yo-yo dieting can have even more 
devastating results. An American study carried out on 3,000 
people over a 14-year period concluded that there may be a link 
between this kind of dieting and heart disease. 


British dieter Elaine Robinson highlights another risk of rapid 
weight loss - gallstone formation. At 18, she had to have her 
gallbladder removed because of the punishing diet regimes to 
which she had subjected her body. Now 36, Elaine has tried every 
new product on the market. "You’1ll spend anything if you want 
to lose weight" she says bitterly. "It’s a great big con."

Kanzi and Panbanisha can understand English - a remarkable 
achievement for Bonobo chimpanzees. In ‘Chimp Talk’ on Monday, 
June 21, ‘Horizon’ reveals how the chimp brother and sister are 
contributing to a long and bitter language debate. Sue Savage- 
Rumbaugh, of the Language Research Centre at Georgia State 
University, thinks of 12 year-old Kanzi as a "Bonobo person". He 
and Panbanisha are, she says, the only animals, who can 
understand complex sentences like: "Can you take off Sue’s shoe?" 
She says: "If Kanzi had a human vocal tract, he would be 
talking." 


The Bonobos are the latest species of great ape to join a 
classroom of conscripts set to the task of learning a human 
language in order to tell people about themselves - and about the 
origins of language. Back in the ’60s two Nevada psychologists 
claimed to have taught Washoe, a baby chimpanzee, sign language. 
By 1979 several other chimps, a gorilla and an orangutan had 
followed in Washoe’s footsteps - but then a scientist from 
Colombia University cast doubt on the ability of any chimp to 
form a sentence. In the ’80s new research concentrated on 
analysing what chimps did with their gestures, whether they used 
them in the same way as human children in the first stages of 
language learning, and later, whether they could comprehend the 
complexities of human speech. Some chimps reared by Sue and Duane 
Savage-Rambaugh showed they could use abstract visual symbols and 
now two have learned to communicate using 1,000 words in 660 
sentences. Producer Jenny Jones says: "If we take seriously the 
fact that a chimp can understand language, and even has the 
ability to produce language, it may raise new questions about our 
treatment of chimpanzees. It may also be telling us that our own 
ancestors had the basis of communication millions of years ago, 
long before they had speech." ‘Chimp Talk’ is produced 
independently by Orlando Productions for BBC-tv.

Records. Barbara attributed her effectiveness to a "God-given 
telepathy with human beings and animals". 


Barbara shot to fame with her Continuing Education television 
series ‘Train Your Dog The Woodhouse Way’, screened on BBC-2 and 
repeated on BBC-1. One of her golden rules was "Don’t criticise 
the dog in front of other people." 


The Daily Mail said "she must become a minor cult figure" and 
Clive James, who was TV critic for The Observer at the time, 
said: “It’s no use trying not to watch it, because perfect 
strangers come up to you in the street and start telling you 
about it." 


In June, 1980, only six months after her first major series, she 
was named Outstanding Female Television Personality Of The Year 
by Pye in association with the Writers’ Guild Of Great Britain. 
Barbara said of the award: "I accept this lovely gift on behalf 
of every dog owner."

Dreams, myths and rituals are an essential part of life for the 
Mehinacu tribe in the middle of the Xingu Reserve in Central 
Brazil. But, since the white man discovered them nearly 50 years 
ago, their dreams have been disturbed and their inner lives 
transformed, as ‘Under The Sun: Dreams From The Forest’ explains 
on Thursday, June 24. 


There are just 125 Mehinacu left in the world and they all live 
in one village. Producer John-Paul Davidson visited them, 
meeting the wrestlers, sex fiends and other colourful characters, 
to record the events which surround an eclipse of the moon. In 
days gone by, this caused great anxiety and only non-stop ritual 
prevented bad spirits from contaminating the village. 


But, while the rituals remain impressive, the underlying 
anxieties have changed. As Chief Jaka explains: "In the past, 
when the moon was eclipsed, it was so frightening, so terrifying. 
But then an American told us that you had gone to the moon and 
said it was just earth and forest like here. We saw the picture 
of the moon... It is not a real spirit at all, so now it is not 
frightening to us." 


The Mehinacu’s lands and physical culture are protected and they 
live a relatively undisturbed and traditional way of life, yet 
the white man is still a threat. Chief Jaka dreams that a move 
is the only way to save his people.

GAME, SET AND TCH 


BBC Television’s coverage of the growing excitement at SW19 in 
Wimbledon 93 (daily, BBC-2) is worlds away from the first 
televised action at the top tournament. 


In 1937, the first televised match from Wimbledon featured a 
men’s singles clash between HW "Bunny" Austin and George 
Rogers. Coverage lasted 25 minutes and the cameras could get 
only one player into the frame at a time. Less than 2,000 
homes in Britain had television sets to view the grand 
occasion. 


The BBC hired a violinist to play music from BBC-tv 
headquarters at Alexandra Palace in case the match was rained 
off. 


Thirty years after the first television pictures were 
transmitted, another first was recorded at Wimbledon. It was 
the success of Wimbledon coverage thus far that made it an 
ideal choice for the BBC’s first colour broadcast in 1967 - 
and although only 20,000 out of 14 million sets in the country 
could receive colour, the impact of green grass and the 
brightly-dressed crowds confirmed that BBC-tv had served up 
another winning ace. 


The first broadcast in 1937 used two cumbersome cameras which 
required 700ft of cable. 


The BBC now arrives two weeks before the tournament to 
prepare. In all, there will be over 100 miles of cable- 
connecting equipment and coverage utilises over 30 cameras 
from around the Wimbledon complex. 


There are more than 420 monitors for engineering, editing, 
production and commentary teams and over 100 microphones with 
sound available from both ends of the court. 


BBC Television pictures are expected to be seen in over 70 
countries worldwide, with a total audience counted in hundreds 
of millions. 


Sue Barker joins the BBC team for this year’s Championships. 
Sue, who enjoyed a successful playing career, lines up with 
Harry Carpenter to present the daily Today At Wimbledon 
programme each evening on BBC-1, offering the best match, the 
top action and the latest news and views from SW19.

POBOL Y CWM GOES NATIONWIDE 


Pobol y Cwm, BBC Wales’ popular Welsh language drama serial, 
is to be shown on BBC-2 throughout the UK. From January, 
1994, BBC-2 viewers in England, Scotland and Northern Ireland 
will be able to enjoy the Welsh-language answer to EastEnders 
and Coronation Street. 


The subtitled programme will be shown in the afternoons four 
days a week for a limited run of three months. The episodes 
will pick up at the beginning of the 1992-3 series and special 
introductory programmes will be shown to introduce new viewers 
to the characters and storylines. The serial will continue to 
be shown in Wales on S4C, with storylines running ahead of the 
BBC-2 showing. 


Set in the fictitious West Wales village of Cwmderi, Pobol y 
Cwm ("People Of The Valley") is currently shown daily from 
Monday to Friday on S4C with a subtitled omnibus edition on 
Sunday afternoons. An average of 200,000 people - nearly half 
of the Welsh-speaking population - watch the programme, which 
is the BBC’s only home-produced five-nights-a-week drama 
serial. 


Life in Pobol y Cwm, which has been on the air in Wales for 19 
years, revolves around the local pub, the Deri Arms, where the 
characters gather to chat, joke and put the world to rights. 
There’s also a cafe, a school, a corner shop, an upmarket 
hotel and a police station. In the present series alone, 
viewers have seen an affair between a headmistress and a 
teacher, a cot death, abortion, murder and the villagers’ 
fight against toxic waste dumping. 


Gwynn Pritchard, BBC Wales’ Head of Welsh Programmes, says: 
"This is wonderful news for BBC Wales and a tribute to the 
writing, production and acting talent that has made Pobol y 
Cwm the most popular programme on Welsh language television.
